Stump 

Removal 

Each year we receive a 
number of inquiries about 
getting rid of stumps from 
various locations. 

I have received a couple of 
articles dealing with this topic 
which might be of help or at 
least of interest to you. 

1. The combination of fuel oil 
and 2,4-D is aft application 
painted or poured on the 
actual stump of the tree so that 
it comes in contact with the 
cambium layer directly under 
the bark and will work down 
from there into the root system 
to bring about control. Act¬ 
ually, if this was done any time 
and then the root left for six 
months or so in order that the 
chemical can get maximum 
penetration, generally, the 
stumps are pretty much dead, 
so . speak. Application can be 
made with a brush or by

Manitoba and Confederation

The Confederation of Canada in 
1867 meant nothing to The Pas 
and to the vast hinterland which 
lay beyond- It meant little at the 
time to the small area south of 
Lake Winnipeg which three years 
later was to join the infant union 
as Manitoba - the fifth province. 
When word filtered through from 
the east that a bill establishing a 
federal union had come into force 
on July 1st, there were mild rumb¬ 
lings at Red River Settlement 
(Winnipeg) and at widely scattered 
trading posts throughout the north 
and the northwest. 

While the founding of this new 
political entry a thousand miles 
away had no direct impact on the 
people at Red River, they wonder¬ 
ed nonetheless what it might mean

to them in the future. Thirty-three 
years before they had also wond¬ 
ered what it might mean when Ass- 
iniboia (where they lived) was re¬ 
turned to the Hudson’s Bay Com¬ 
pany by Lord Selkirk’s heirs. But 
the transfer of sovereignty wrou¬ 
ght no fundamental change- The 
old proprietary government of the 
House of Douglas was superceded 
by the new proprietary government 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company, and 
the people went on living very’ 
much the same as they had before. 
But what was their future? 

Suppose Confederation were to 
reach out and take them into it’s 
fold, would life be the same under 
the new rule of Canada as under 
th old rule of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company? During most of its ten¬ 
ure in the territory which became 
Manitoba, the Company had main¬ 
tained an easy form of government 
a sort of benevolent autocracy 
which stiffened -only to check the 
activity of those who were free 
trading in furs- For several long 
periods of time, when there were 
no courts, no judges, no lawyers, 
no policemen, there was no gov¬ 
ernment at all. 

From time to time attempts 
were made to establish a judicial 
system based on the common law

of England, but during the few 
brief periods when the Company 
set up legal machinery to protect its 
own interests and to prosecute off¬ 
enders, few arrests were made. On 
the rare occasion when someone 
was brought to trail, convicted and 
sentenced, militant citizens would 
release him from custody either be¬ 
fore he went to prison or immed¬ 
iately thereafter- Following such 
breaks as these (and there were 
several.) no subsequent action was 
ever taken by the Company to re- 
arrest the miscreant or to appre¬ 
hend his rescures. 

A Justice of the Peace, James 
Sutherland, who arrvied at Red 
River under the Company’s aus¬ 
pices in 1817, seems to have been 
more a minister of the gospel than 
a justice of the peace. Though not 
in holy orders, he administrated 
the sacrements and conducted pub¬ 
lic worship, (bv authority of the 
Church of Scotland) not once break¬ 


ing his pastoral rounds to turn to 
his first charge - the administrat¬ 
ion of justice at Red River Settle¬ 
ment- 

In 1836, when the first jury trial 
held in Assiniboia found Louis St. 
Denis guilty of trading in furs on 
his own account he was sentenced 
to be flogged in public- But his frie¬ 
nds who would not stand idly by 
while this indignity was being adm¬ 
inistered, stoned the floggers & set 
St. Denis free. He was never taken 
into custody again, and his friends 
were never harassed. When Adam 
Tom was Recorder (Judge) of Rup¬ 
ert’s Land, he found Pierre Guill¬ 
aume Sayer and a number of oth¬ 
ers guilty of trading in furs, but 
no sentence seems to nave been 
imposed on Sayer and the others, 
and the case was dropped in the 
face of public furor in favour of 
“the restoration of tranquility in 
the settlement.” 

From 1858 to 1861 there was no 
judge in Rupert’s Land, but Dr.

John Bunn, Chief Medical Officer 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company, ful¬ 
filled the function (without legal 
training)- In the year of Confeder¬ 
ation, Reverend John Black of Kil- 
donan, “with a little legal train¬ 
ing behind him in Scotland,” was 
the judge. 

In 1867, throughout all of West¬ 
ern Canada (as we know it today) 
there were no regular or volunteer 
troops to put down civil insurrect¬ 
ion, to quell Indian uprisings, or 
to check armed invasion- The Com¬ 
pany controlled government and 
trade without the usual allies - bar 
bench and bayonet, and no chall¬ 
enge to this absolute but lightly 
held authority ever came to a head 
until the settlers and free traders 
at Red River raised their voices in 
protest in Ottawa and London. 

The main cause of complaint was 
that the Company refused to grant 
permission to the settlers to trade 
on their own account. Thus the 


monoply of trade which was imp¬ 
licit in the Charter of Charles 11 
was preserved. The Council of 
Assiniboia which ruled the area 
within a fifty mile radius of the 
fork of the Red and Assinibome 
was nominally representative of the 
people - but it was an appointed 
body - appointed by the Hudson’s 
Bay Company to safeguard its own 
interests. At the site of The Pas 
as elsewhere throughout the north, 
the Chief Factors and Chief trad¬ 
ers were masters of their own tra¬ 
ding posts and the districts they 
commanded. The rule of the Com¬ 
pany (such as it was) and its restr¬ 
aint of free trade was therefore 
maintined throughout all of Rup¬ 
ert’s Land- 

This was the problem to which 
Sir John A. MacDonald addressed 
himself after he had brought Con- 
federaiton to a successful issue- 
“The Hudson’s Bay question must 
be settled,” he wrote, “and the 
rapid march of events and the in¬ 
crease in population on this con- 
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tinent will compel England and 
Canada to come to some arrange¬ 
ments respecting this immense 
country.” Later the same year 1867 
the relevance of Sir John’s concern 
was brought to sharper focus when 
the United States purchased Alas¬ 
ka. Now all the west and northwest 
'ay open to direct penetration by 
Americans on two fronts. In the 
south, American farmers were tak¬ 
ing up land in the feritle Red Riv¬ 
er Valley, and in Red River Settle¬ 
ment itself an annexation party, 
abetted by spies of the United 
States Department of State, was 
openly supported by free traders 
from St. Paul. 

Among the 1500 white settlers 
and traders at Red River in 1867 
the’-e was a feeling that change 
was imminent- Moreover, the men 
at the trading posts - Brandon Hou¬ 
se and Fort Alexander in the south, 
Swan River Post and Fort Ellice in 
the central park lands, le Pas (du 
Pas) and Oxford House in the nor¬ 


thern Coniferous zone - all felt the 
winds of change blowing through 
the old realm of Rupert’s Land. 
Them feelings were well expressed 
by Bishop David Anderson when he 
wrote: “There is a general expec¬ 
tation • . . that this land, at least, 
our own settlement, may become 
a direct colony of the Crown.” 

If the Company’s sovereignty was 
to end; if there was to be a new 
form of government, what would 
it be? A Crown Colony could be es¬ 
tablished in the Red River Valley 
without too much disruption to the 
old order. This was the form of ad 
ministration which had been rec¬ 
ommended for Vancouver Island in 
1857 by the Select Committee of 
the British House of Commons. On 
the other hand, the whole of Rup¬ 
ert’s Land might be united with 
Canada as a single new province, 
just as had been urged by the old 
pre-Confederation government of 
Canada (under the Union Act of 
1840) Finally, there was the prop¬ 
osition that the future political al- 
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ignment of Rupert’s Land should 
be with the United States. 

There was a strong sentiment at 
Red River in favour of this latter 
course. Union with the United 
States appeared to hold attractive 
opportunities for unfettered trade. 
Trade was already well established 
by river route and overland trail 
between Fort Garry and St- Paul, 
but a four per cent customs tarriff 
at Pembina checked the free flow 
of northbound goods. Union with 
the United States would remove 
this impost. In addition, new mark¬ 
ets for Red River grain, which were 
desperately needed, would be fou¬ 
nd in eastern markets when the 
projected railroad from St. Paul to 
Fort Garry was finished- A railroad 
would also bring in manufactured 
goods and settlers cheaper and fa¬ 
ster than by ox-cart, stage coach or 
stern wheel steamer. The other 
prime advantage to union with the 
United States would be protection 


afforded to the whole country by 
its federal troops. 

Prior to 1867 the union of Rup¬ 
ert’s Land and Canada had been 
openly discussed on both sides of 
the Atlantic, but no action had 
been taken by either the Imperial 
government or- the Union govern¬ 
ment of Upper and Lower Canada. 
Each was reluctant to make the 
first move and for a very good rea¬ 
son- The large sum which would 
be required to buy out the Hud¬ 
son’s Bay Company, a pre-requisite 
to union, stayed the hand of each 
government. And so the project 
hung fire for over a decade, neith¬ 
er daring to make the first move 
until one or the other was forced 
to do so. 

In the meantime the historical 
validity of pressing for union bet¬ 
ween Canada and Red River rose to 
prominence in Lower Canada. Fre¬ 
nch Canadians were the first to ex 
plore and trade in southern Manit¬ 
oba, and following the initial west- 
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ward sweep of de la Verendrye and 
his sons, many voyageurs of the 
North West Company married Ind¬ 
ian women and settled in the west- 
The ties between the small French 
Canadian settlements along the 
Assiniboine and the small French 
Canadian settlements along the St. 
Lawrence (from whence the voyag¬ 
eurs came) were therefore strong. 

The offspring of the French Can¬ 
adian voyageurs and the Indian 
women were the dominant group 
at Red River in 1867. There were 
some 5,000 of them- The English 
and Scottish half-breeds numbered 
about 4,000. And so there arose in 
Lower Canada a strong demand 
that Assiniboia and Rupert’s Land 
should be annexed to Canada on 
the grounds that this outpost of 
the faith and patois should be bro- 
ought into the fold. To this end an 
attempt was made to pit the old 
French claim to the Northwest ag¬ 
ainst the Charter of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company. But this ancient 


document, which had stood impreg¬ 
nable against the assaults of the 
best legal brains of England for 
almost 200 years, was to stand in 
inviolate until its revocation in 
1869- 

The prospect of the Northwest 
becoming a Crown Colony, as Van¬ 
couver Island and British Columb¬ 
ia had become in 1858 and 1859, 
had first been advanced in 1857 
by the Governor General, Sir Ed¬ 
mund Head. Three years later, now 
as Govrnor of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company, he repeated the propos¬ 
al. This time, supported by the 
Colonial Secretary, the Duke of 
Newcastle, it appeared to be on the 
highroad to success. But when the 
Imperial government, in refusing 
to accept the financial obligations, 
turned down the proposal, it fell 
by the wayside- 

Looking backward, it would seem 
that a Crown Colony would have 
served the country well at the time. 
After a probationery period this 
form of government could have be- 
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come representative. If this had 
come to pass the people would 
have gained valuable experience 
in the operation of responsible gov¬ 
ernment. They would have raised 
up legislators of their own, and 
some of these would have been call¬ 
ed to the Quebec conference of 
1864, where they would have made 
a contribution of their own to the 
planning of the Confederation of 
Canada- Instead, they were left out 
Self-government was not granted 
to Manitoba until aftr the unnec¬ 
essary and unsavory Red River 
Uprising had run its course in 
1869 - 70. 

Had Manitoba been a Crown Col¬ 
ony at the itme it became a prov¬ 
ince in 1870, it might have joined 
the Dominion with its present lar¬ 
ge area intact, instead of having 
to wait until 1912 to get the territ¬ 
ory above the 53rd parallel. It mi¬ 
ght also have been given owner¬ 
ship of its own natural resources 


at the same time, a “concession” 
it did not get from the federal gov¬ 
ernment until 1930. 

Thus Manitoba was not to be one 
of the founding provinces- The way 
was left open, however, for its sub¬ 
sequent admission to the union. 
The final section of the British Nor¬ 
th American Act made provision 
for the entry of other “Colonies 
and Provinces” as follows: “It shall 
be lawful for the Queen, by and 
with the Advice of Her Majesty’s 
Most Honourable Privy Council 
(etc., etc.) ... on Addresses from 
the Houses of Parliment of Canada 
to admit Rupert’s Land and the 
North-Western Territory, or either 
of them into the Union, on such 
Terms and Conditions in each Case 
as are in the Addresses expressed 
and as the Queen thinks fit to app¬ 
rove.”
